Yeeder, counsel for Swift & Company, 
announced that the step was taken at 
the suggestion of the department of 
justice to avoid any appearance of 
antagonizing the government and to 
remove causes of friction with live- 
stock producers and food distributors. 
Emphatically, Mr. Veeder stated that 
the decree was not to be construed as 
an admission that Swift & Company 
had violated any law. 


"Tbe company feels that the same 


spirit which caused the business men 
of the "country to submit to personal 
sacrifices to win the war," he said, 
"is just as essential during this per- 
iod of reconstruction as then, atfl 
therefore it meets the request- of the 
government to the sacrifice of its own 
interests. . The company has consent- 
ed to the entry of a decree for Injunc- 
tion only upon the expressed condi- 
tion that U should in so many words 
recite that the decree does not ad- 
judicate that the^ company has vio- 
lated any law of the United States." 


Attorne^peneral Palmer said that 


overtures n>r a compromise came first 
from the packers, after the depart- 
ment of justice had placed its evi- 
dence before a grand jury In Chicago. 


The attitude of Morris & Company 


was expressed by H. W. Borders, gen- 
eral counsel, who said the firm had 
consented to the decree "in the spirit 
of true Americanism." 


"We gave up certain legal rights 


and made certain business sacrifices 
in order to meet the views of the gov- 
ernment," he continued, "and to for- 
ever set at rest the fear of monopoly 
of the American table by the pack- 
ers. In this period of reconstruction 
and unrest we desire to promote con- 
fidence, co-operation, and stable, con- 
'ditions." 


Bills proposing government regula- 


tion of the packing industry now be- 
fore the senate agriculture committee, 
will .not be abandoned as a result, pi 
the decree, Senators Kepyon of Iowa 
and Kendrick of "Wyoming, authors of 
the measures, announced tonight. 


"The attorney general's victory is 


merely a step, though a very long 
one, toward the goal we have been 
seeking to attain," said Mr. Kendrick, 
along the lines of the measures now 
pending." 


Senator Kendrick said the decree 


was the "most telling blow*' yet de- 
livered against the high cost of liv- 
ing. 
Senator Kenyon declared, the 


government should maintain over the 
packers the control provided by the 
pending bills, inasmuch as "it is evi-

The outputs of these 'plants 
are marketed by the parent companfts 
or- by their subsidiaries through the 
distribution facilities of the parent 
companies.

FIERCE WINTER STORMS 


STEAMER LANES 


Eight BigPa**enger Liner* 
Reaching 
New York Day* 


Behind: Evidence Rough Trip* 


New Tork, Dec. 18.— Substantial 


evidence of the fierce winter storms 
which have prevailed for the last ten 
days along the steamer lanes between 
the United States and Europe was 
shown by eight big passenger liners 
which arrived, here today with more 
than 17,000 belated passengers. Hulls 
encrusted with ice, rigging covered 
with' sleet, prefaced the .story told by 
ships .officers of high winds and gigan- 
tic waves that swept their vessels from 
stem to stern. 


The ships arriving were the Rotter- 


dam, from Holland via Plymouth; the 
Baltic, Royal' George, Carmania, and 
Caronia, from British .ports -via Hali- 
fax; the Lafayette from Havre, Ber- 
gehsfjord from Norway, and Europla 
from Genoa. All were from three to 
five- days overdue and son* of them 
reached port too. Ute to dock 'before 
tomorrow,morning. 
• 


''The first oMhe big liners to come 
n to her 
• dock was the Rotterdam, 


which reached Quarantine late last 
night She was three days late and 
her master, Captain J. Baron,- declar- 
ed that .the trip, was the roughest he 
had ever made. His declaration was 
supported by- Rear Admiral' Andrew 
T. Long, of the United States Navy, 
who returned after escorting the king 
and queen of the Belgians "back to 
thtlr country. On board the-ship 
were five stowaways-who-were seared 
from their -hiding places by the rough 


The Carmania, an.otb.er .of the belat- 


ed •ships, had to fput in, at Halifax to 
repair damages-caused by a collision 
at sea with another ship during a fog 
off the Grand Banks. Many of 'her 
passengers were' landed at the Cana- 
dian port. . "

Tbe Caronia, from Squthhampton, 


was clow to.the Carmania when the 
accident occurred "and -she responded 
to her wireless callo by putting about 
and going to. her aid. On board the 
Caronia were more than 5,000 Chinese 
who served in,France as laborers dur- 
ng the war. They were landed at 
Halifax and will re-embark for their 
own country at Vancouver, B. C.

•64 inhabitants for the state a* 
•Whole for the month of October Waa 
'identical with that for September, and 
vra» a> fraction lower than that for 
June, July, and August. The death 
rat4s for the 
five month* of June, 


July, August, September and October 
of this year were the lowest monthly 
death ratea ever recorded for the en- 
tlr».state. 
The state's infant mor- 


tality rate of 70 for October was 20 
points lower than the avecage rate 
for that month during the five years 
Of 1913-1917. 
'Although the deaths from typhoid 
fever usually show an increase in the 
autumn, the 49 deaths from this cause 
which occurred In October this year 
•were less than half ot the average 
for that month during the fi^f year 
period 1913-1917, and were less 'by 8 
than the number for September. The 
number of deaths from measles and 
whooping coush were lower than the 
average. The diphtheria, 
mortally 


•bowed the usual Increase and tha 
number of deaths from this cause in 
Ofctober were slightly higher than the 
«ve year average. 


Xho number of deaths from automo- 


bile accidents in the state jumped 
Irom If In Sept.'to 128 in Octo- 
oer, or 40 more than the monthly 
average.

BOYS WHO KEFT/rHE FARMS. 
Ot America's mighty, war forces of 


more than tour and a half million 
of men, 1,200,000. It is estimated, came 
from farms. Becords in the Bureau 
of War Risk Insurance in Washing- 
ton, D. C., indicate that these farm- 
bred or'farm-raised boys carried govr 
ernment life Insurance amounting: to 
over ten billion dollars. 


During the earlier demobilisation, it 


wae so difficult to keep track of the 
discharged service men that it seemed 
as though a very large proportion of 
them did not return to their former 
addresses or homes. So many of the 
service men who had come from the 
farms seemed to be listening to the 
call of the city that it was feared 
more than one-half of them were not 
going back to the farms. Later the 
tide ot migration set in toward the 
country, and r.ow it is believed that 
the loss in man-power to the farms as 
.the result of former service men set- 
tling elsewhere may not be more than 
100,009.

smiles this cero weather. Last winter 
from earliest December until the end

Not only has he 
been busy, his woik has been most 
effectual, so much so that on Good- 
year lake there is already reported a 
thickness of fully seven inches. 


The Oneonta Ice company, alert to 


seize the favorable opportunHy, is get- 
ting al things in readiness. .This 
morning, as will be seen by an aclier- 
tisement in The Star, it is calling for 
workmen, and it is hoped to begin 
cutting Saturday and to continue un- 
til all that Is required for the season, 
and a dependable surplus for an em- 
ergency, is in its houses. The com- 
paratUely light 
snowfall 
has to a 


slight extent hindered the growth ot 
the ice, but with weather as cold as 
that of the past three days or even a 
few degiees warmer, the ice will con- 
tinue to thicken. Whether it does or 
not, the company proposes to get busy 
eaily arid to keep busy until its sup- 
ply is hanested.

Mayor Cepeflcy that many of the or- 
ders «cr\ ed upon owners of mercan- 
tile establishments hero to enforce 
compliance with the sanitary code 
regulations by an inspector recently 
visiting the city were unreasonable 
and required unnecessary expendi- 
tures. 
Charles I). Ash, chief mer- 


cantile inspector of the department, 
visited the city yesterday and after 
a conference with Mayor Ceperlcy, 
during which ho assured that official 
that the department has no intention 
to enforce any unreasonable regula- 
tions, aiming solely to serve the pub- 
lic and protect it, he, accompanied 
by the Mayor, made a re-Inspection of 
ncailv a dozen of the stores having 
protests died with the department, 
with the result that in the great ma- 
jority of instances he was able to ad- 
just the matter satisfactorily, it being 
necessary only in a very few instances 
to insist on compliance. 


In defence ot the former inspection 


he said that his assistants were ex- 
pected to serve notices where condi- 
tions did'not meet requirements, the 
code being based upon sanitary rules 
and chiefly 
for 
the 
protection of 


female employes. Those who receive 
such notices are expected and 
re- 


quested to file protests if they are 
viewed as unreasonable and unneces- 
sary. No drastic action is taken un- 
til after a re-inspection and then only 
vthere persistent refusal to comply af- 
ter a second inspection makes it clear 
that the suggested changes are neces- 
sary.

Pirate Ship Breaking Up. 


The waves are rapidly breaking up 


the hull of the old barkenttne Fre- 
mont, which Is aground on Newport 
beach near Los Angeles.

When a person Is bitten by a dog, the 
tavorlte remedy Is to poll off the nnl- 
ami's ear and rub the wound with It 


The patron saint of Montenegro Is 


Balnt Tascllla, whose ehrtne Is situat- 
ed on the summit of a mountain be- 
tween Fodforltz* and Nlklslc. Every 
week thousands of devout Montene- 
grins come to this mountain shrine 
seeking care for their Ills. 


But since the arrival of the Ameri- 


can physicians the pilgrimages to the 
ancient shrine have not been so numer- 
ous. For the natives have found that 
their Ills can be cured much nearer 
home and with greater certainty at any 
at tba numerous Bed Cross dispen- 
saries and clinics. The Inhabitant* 
come from the remotest mountain re- 
gions. They are carried In all sorts 
of conveyances, wheelbarrows, donkey 
carts, kuffial* wagons or on horseback. 


In one ease an old woman, suffering 


with scarlet fever, was brought to the 
Bed Cross hospital at Nlegosh In an 
Iron soup pot 
It required four days 


to get bar aver the many mountain 
ranges. 


In another Instance a farmer carried 


hi* typboa-affllcted wife on bis back a 
distance of tt miles and at the end of 
th* Journey fell exhanrted en the steps 
at the Bed Cross hospital. He was re- 
warded for his labors, however, four 
week* later by the complete recovery 
of hi* wife.
